OF FIGHTING THE FIRE 


Ithaca, N. T., Dec. 7.—Seven per- 


sons met a tragic death this morning 
in the worst disaster that ever befell 
Cornell university. Three of the vic- 
tims were 
volunteer firemen of the 


city of Ithaca and four were students 
of Cornell university. The firemen all 
werer prominent In this city. They 
•were :

The cause of the fire is unknown. 


A few minutes after the flames were 
discovered the Chi Psi chapter house 
was all ablaze, the flames fanned by 
a strong northwest wind, and the stud- 
ents were trapped in the dormitory on 
the third floor. Many of tfie boys 
jumped to safety while those who hesi- 
tuted were carried to the ground by 
the failing walls.

beautiful mansion alive. Her body was 
taken there for the obsequies. 


The firemen killed were A. S. Rob- 


inson, a lawyer anu graduate of Cor- 
nell; Esty Landon and John Rumsey. 
Tney were manipulating a hose on the 
north side of the building when the 
wall collapsed on them 
and pinned 


them to slowly roast under the burn- 
ing debris. When the fire department 
arrived the screams of two men ap- 
pearing at windows of the southwest 
tower over the main entrance were 
heard. For some reason the men hes- 
itated to jump and before they could 
be reached the tower collapsed and 
the men were 
buried 
beneath 
the 


ruins. One of them is supposed to be 
H. M. Nichols, of Chicago. 


Burned Rapidly. 


The cnapter house burned rapidly 


and AO, walls cracked apart in all cu- 
re9tions. 'The nre.was so hot that the 
firemen we're driven from the south 
east side of the ouildlng. They put up 
a ha'rfl fight, but tn'e walls wore so hot 
that any attempt to Approach them 
was Impossible.

San Francisco, Dec. 7.—Report of 


the special committee of the board of 
trustees of the chamber of commerce 
on insurance settlements after the big 
fire, which has just been puulished, 
says: 


"The total area burned was about 


3,000 acres, or about-4.7 square miles, 
containing 520 blocks and about 25,000 
buildings; one-half of these were resi- 
dences. 


"The amount of insurance covering 


property in the burned district was ap- 
proximately $235,000,000. All of this 
had been written by companies author- 
ized to do business in the state except 
$6.000,000, which had been placed out- 
side of the state in some 100 com- 
panies. The value of buildings and 
contents destroyed In the fire must 
have been about $350,000,000. being 
an estimate on the insurance liability, 
the known ratio of insurance to value

this city was making a regular prac- 
tice when the money rate in the fore- 
noon was at 6 or 7 per cent., of calling 
Its loans, and, when the calling of 
these loans had advanced the rates, of 
then lending ItS money out at a far 
higher 
figure. 
Mr. 
Schiff 
did not 


name the' institution to which he re- 
ferred, but the report ran through 
Wall street at once that he meant one 
of the leading Morgan-Hill banks. 


Denial by Morgan Banks. 


The two most, prominent institutions 


of the Morgan-Hill group are the First 
National bank and the Chase National 
bank. 
A. B. Hepburn, president of 


the Chase National bank, when seen 
by a reporter, said: 
"I know of no 


such practice. I have no idea who Mr. 
Schiff referred to. It is certainly not 
my bank." 
A representative of the 


First National made a somewhat sim- 
ilar statement. 


A great deal of feeling was aroused 


In banking quarters by the charge 
which Mr. Schiff made. 
One promi- 


nent banker said: 
"It is up to Mr.

Circumstances Increase Mystery. 
The spot where the body was sup- 


posed to have lain during Wednesday 
was in plain view of passersby and oc- 
cupants of neighboring houses, and 
tho delayed discovery lent mystery to 
the affair. Tho authorities for a while 
were inclined to believe that some 
members of the family were Impli- 
cated In the murder and that the evi- 
dences of criminal assault had 
been 


framed up to cover their tracks. Aft- 
er complete investigation this theory 
was abandoned. Many suspects were 
arrested In ihls and other cities, but 
succeeded in establishing their Inno- 
ceucn. The girl bore a fine reputation 
and the brutality of the crime aroused 
the greatest feeling. Her fellow em- 
ployes at the- National Cash Register 
company subscribed $4,000 us a re- 
ward for the capture of the murderer.

AMERICANS SLAIN IN 60LO RUSH 


Pulajanes in Island of Leyte Attack Small Party of 


Troops and Constabulary, Killing Many, 


Manila, Dec. 7—According to late re- 


ports from Captain Samuel V. Ham 
concerning the recent fight on the Is- 
land of Leyte between an American 
force and Pulajanes, a detachment of 
company L, Eighth United States in- 
fantry, with a force of constabulary 
under command of Lieutenant Ralph 
P. Yates, jr., was 
rushed 
by sixty 


bolomen, four miles from La Paz, on 
the Taragona trail, on the afternoon 
of that day. The Pulajanes had a 
few guns, from which they fired a vol- 
ley and then rushed the troops. 
In 


the onslaught five American soldiers 
were killed and nine wounded. The 
enemy lost thirty killed. The number 
of the wounded and of the prisoners 
taken is unknown. 


A detachment has started in pursuit, 


but as the telegraph line is down be- 
tween Latoblan and Iloilo, no further 


report, has been received.

Particularly it would b« 
a pleasure once again to traverse the old 
commonwealth and look into the faces of 
the people who have been kind to rae and 
for whom I naturally have the greatest 
affection.

CHEAT NAVAL RESERVE 


URGED BY NAVAL 


SECREIARK 


Bonaparte in Annual Re- 


port Tells What the Es- 


tablishment Needs, 


Washington. Dec. 1—An 
increase 


of 30,000 men In tho nation's naval 
' fighting force by the establishment of 
. ji caval reserve composed of able-bod- 
.fed men who have served at least 
four years in the navy is urged by | 
Secretary of the 
Navy 
Charles J. : 


Bonaparte in his annual report. 
I 


In calling the attention of congress 


-to the necessity 
for 
maintaining a 


large reserve of trained seamen to be 
added to the enlisted personnel of the 
'navy at the outbreak of war, Secre- 
tary Bonaparte 
declares that this 


(Country's provisions for such a con- 
tingency are "manifestly and flagrant- 
ly inadequate." Beyond a few men on 
the retired list, for the most part too 
old to render effective 
service, we 


have no other reserve, he says, than 
tb« officers and. men of the revenue 
marine and the naval militia of the 
several states. While praising 
the 


members of the naval militia, he de- 
clares that so long as It is organized 
upon its present basis there seems to 
be no hope that it-can adequately ful- 
fill the duties of a reserve. 


Would Well Repay Cost. 


' "In dealing with this question," says 
Secretary Bonaparte, "we must remem- 
ber that to get anything of serious 
value one roust be willing to pay for 
it. If the nation wishes the Cervices 
j>t trained seamen whenever it needs 
such services, it must pay them a rea- 
sonable compensation for the obliga- 
tion they assume to thus serve when- 
ever called upon. A man couV. hardly 
afford, in justice to himself and to his 


. family, to assume such an obligation' 


and with it the impediments it would 
Involve to his securing permanent em- 
ployment for $10 or $15 or $25 a year, 
but if he were given $250 a year and 
if tho conditions of membership in the 
reserve were not made unduly onerous 
It would undoubtedly prove attractive 
to many competent men; yet. the as- 
gurance that 20,000 thoroughly compe 
tent seamen could be secured at any 
moment for our fleet would be very 


well worth $5,000,000 a year; indeed, 
as a mere matter of economy this 
would bo a good investment, since it 
might obviate the necessity of main- 
taining a large number of ships in 
commission in time of peace so as to 
be assured of havinffMhem ready in 
time of war. 


"I suggest, therefore, for your con- 


sideration and t]^it of the congress 
tho propriety of allowing every able- 
bodied man of good moral character, 
within certain limits of age, who has 
served at least four years in the navy 
and has been discharged with credit, 
to be enrolled on a reserve list, in re- 
turn for which he should receive from 
?15 to $25 per month, according to his 
rating at tho time of leaving tha serv- 
ice. 


Favors Four-Year Term. 


"Enlistments in the reserve should 


be for four years, and consecutive re- 
enlistments should not be permitted, 
unless under very exceptional circum- 
stances.

B!G MONEY IN BUTTER. 


Cor Loads Shipped From Minnesota 


esd All Records Broken. 


St. Pan!. Minn.—Shipments of but- 


ter from the "Western states to the 
great markets have broken all records 
this year. During tho month of July 
1.500,000 pounds passed through St. 
Paul, and as high as sixty cars a -week 
have been dispatched. 


The farmers of tho west are com- 


ing to bellevo in the benefit of diversi- 
fied farming, especially tha dairying 
part of It. This la true in well-set- 
tled communities, where farmers real- 
ize that land which has apparently 
passed its grain-raising stage can be 
used to decided advantage for dairy 


. purposes. 


Ac indication of this trend is shown 


Tar the fact that considerably more 
butter has been shipped from north- 
ern Minnesota, than ever before. This 
does not include tho vast quantities 
consumed in tho logging camps. 
It 


has been found that the cut-over lands 
produce tho richest grasses In tho 
world, and there Is an abundance of 
land of this kind In tho northern part 
of the state. 
There are millions of 


acres which can be utilized for- dairy- 
ing purposes. 


As further evidence of tho posslbllt- 


Itles of cut-over land tho Omaha road 
has contracted to carry 300,000 sheep 
for grazing in transit from Montana 
and Oregon In northern "Wisconsin. 
Tfaero Is no reason why northern Min- 
nesota, where the land is about the 
same and growing the sama kind of 
grasses, should not be used for the 
came purpose. 
Since farmers In "Washington and 


other North Pacific coast states have 
not turned their attention to. dairy 
farming, they are not able to supply 
all the butter needed In the large 
cities and numerous towns in the 
west. The cities and towns seem to 
grow faster than the surrounding 
farming country. 
"Under these con- 


ditions the butter supply has to be 
obtained elsewhere. 
Minnesota and 


adjoining states are finding in the 
western states a growing market. 


! 
Keep Tab on the Creamery. 


Too many of us do not test our 


milk for butter fat, but take the word 
of tho creamery manager, and 1 be- 
lieve that short weights and low tests 
are sometimes the causa of failure to 
get profits from tha dairy. 
In fact, 


I havo known many cases 
where 


farmers 
have 
been 
systematically 


robbed by tho managers of creamer- 
ies both in weights and tests. 


One of my neighbors had a sep- 


arator and was selling his cream on 
the "you-wolgh-and-test-lt" plan. He 
had four cows to start with, and at 
first was no pleased with the results 
that he bought four more. 


Things moved alone satisfactorily 


for several months, when, without any 
known cause, his test began to get 
lower ana there was a corresponding 
shrinkage In the amount of cream. 
Matters kept getting worse and worse 
until he got disgusted and offered his 
cows for sale. 


Ho quit the creamery, but saved 


tho cream from tho herd for two 
days. 
"When ho sold his cows, the 


cream was nold nnd tho butter sole 
for 1* cents per pound and brought 
for the two days $1.98, lacking Just 
1 penny of $1 for each cow per day 
Yet this farmer had received only $f 
for the thirty days previous to the 
two days the cows earned for him 
99 cents per day. 
This may have 


been an extreme case, yet I have 
known of others whore the stealing 
was nearly as great.—R. B. Hender- 
son.

8,205.04:: during the name period of 
1904. an Increase of 845,762, and yet 
some trade authorities will contend 
that mutton values advanced In re- 
sponse to scarcity. 
The only logical 


reason for the phenomenal apprecia- 
tion of the p.ist year In Increased con- 
sumption. 


It Is conceded that fewer sheep and 


lambs are In feed lots than nt this 
time last year, HO that all of the In- 
crease In supply and more has none 
into the food supply. Packers have 
no mutton on hand, and are buying 
from hand to mouth. 


Unless tho American people sudden- 


ly acquire a distaste for mutton, tho 
man who Is making It has no cause 
for alarm.

HINTS ON 


FARtf LIFE 


Pretty good plan to keep a record 


of the doings of your cows from ycai 
to year. At our house, or rather at 
our barn, wo tack a card on tho upper 
beams of tho stanchion, over each 
cow, giving her name, age. date of 
beginning to give fresh milk and other 
data that might otherwise slip the 
memory. 
That Is better than chalk- 


Ing such things on the barn door, as 
some folks do, or than leaving It all 
to chance. 


It Is a fact that dirty milk delivered 


to the cheese factory means a smaller 
yield of cheese. Ever think of that? 


L. M. O. If your cows have tho run 


of a good blue grass pasture, they do 
not need much grain. 
But was it 


good pasture In August and Septem- 
ber? 


Mottled butter Is generally caused 


by sudden changes of temperature, or 
Irregular working, tho salt not being 
evenly distributed. 


If tho dairy heifers are not bred 


until they aro three years old, care 
should be taken that they do not lay 
on to much fat. as after that time 
they lloshen 
up rapidly whenever 


heavily fed. 


Sometimes cows are condemned as 


being of no uso In tho dairy, when the 
only trouble Is they are sour. Every 
cow should have n fair chance. That 
means that she should be well fed. 


Alfalfa Growing 


Irately a query came to hand frcnn 


a hog breeder who desires a bit of 
rough Information on sowing alfalfa 
to get tho best results. 
His ground 


Is good, average black soil of tho west. 
He wants to plant three acres as a 
starter. 


Wo advised him to plant his seed- 


bed In tho early spring and then har- 
row thoroughly, getting tho land Into 
mellow shape. It should not be land 
that has been foul with weeds for 
years past. 


In May, as the ground begins to 


warm up and Is well moist from copi- 
ous rains, th« seed should be sown— 
twenty pounds to tho acre. Conditions

Thin shells aro caused by a lack 


ol gravel, etc., among tho hens lay- 
ing eggs. 


After an egg has been laid a day or 


more tho shell conies off easily when 
boiled. 


A boiled egg which Is done will dry 


quickly on tho shell when taken from 
the kettle. 


Eggs which have been packed In

If an egg Is clean and golden In 


appearance when held to the light It

They hang about the fringe of 
a flock of sheep and while the herder 
and his dogs are not looking, circle 
around a lamb, and gradually force it 
to leave the flock. When at a safe 
distance they quickly kill and carry 
It off.

I'low as a Potato Piggcr. 


Farmers who object to the potato 


Hgger as not doing finished work are 
rinding In thn plow a method of cllm- 
"natlng hard work, and securing the 
;ntlro crop, unmutilated by hoe or 
liook. 


Tho plow is set low enough to cut 


below all tubers, and the team driven 
with one horse on each side of tho 
row. 
The potatoes are thus thrown 


out In the furrow, and tho soil so 
loosened that they «re readily freed 
from It by using tho back of the hoe. 
thus making "potato digging" child's 
play, nnd cut tubers unnecessary. The 
method enables one to dig two or 
three times aa many In a day and not 
work hard, cither. 


CHICKS SOLD AS SQUABS. 


Squabs Scarce 
Because They Aro 


Palmed OH as Quail. 


The squab market has felt a scare- 


Ay of these 
toothsome birds 
for 


some months, but recently there has 
been a better supply. 
Some Inquisi- 


tive dealer has discovered that the 
r.arket Is flooded with young chicks 
that are raised'specially for the pur- 
pose of taking the place of squabs. 


These chicks never see the day- 


light, but are raised 
in barns and 


breeding houses and stuffed till they 
are the size of squabs and 
then 


slaughtered. 


It Is asserted that the young chick- 


ens are tenderer and superior In fla- 
vor. Somo declare them the greatest 
delicacy that ever tickled a human 
palate. 
Be this as it may, the new 


Industry is gaining great headway, 
and eastern hotel and restaurant men 
are offering high prices for 
baby 


chickens. 


At present the demand is far ahead 


of the supply, for the simple reason 
that very few poultry breeders are 
aware that such a demand 
exists. 


Western poultry breeders are yet ir, 
ignorance of the new Industry, which 
may in the end revolutionize the en- 
tire chicken business. 


Whether it will interfere with the 


squab industry cannot yet be told. 
The very fact that chickens are being 
lubstituted for squabs shows how 
great is the demand for the latter. 


It may be remembered that the 


squab industry owes its origin to the 
scarcity of quail. When the quail sup- 
ply failed squabs were substituted, and 
now when the demand for the latter 
is ahead of the supply, baby chickens 
are pushed into the breach. 


If the new chicken business suc- 


ceeds as well as the squabs, there is 
no telling what may be used when a 
substitute for chicks is demanded. 


There are several advantages in the 


new method which should tfiot be 
overlooked. The fact that the chick- 
ens are marketed at such an early 
age not only cuts down the expense 
of feeding to a figure far below the 
usual cost, but in an equal propor- 
tion curtails the danger of loss from 
accident or disease.
